14. 
This was the worst B ritish 
nav al accid ent since Janu ary , 
1932, when the su bm arine M-2 
sank off Portland w ith sev en of­ 
ficers and 5 3 men. The cau se of 
tha t d isaster continu es a m y s­ 
tery and costly efforts to raise 
the hu ll hav e been baffled by 
the cu rrents and d epth. 
The L-26 , a sister ship of the 
L-24, which was ram m ed off 
Portland in 1924 by a warship 
with the loss of 43 liv es, was 
abou t to go to the au tu m n m a­ 
neu v ers after being grou nd ed 
fiv e hou rs on the rock s at K in- 
ty re peninsu la. 
Und er its own power and ap­ 
parently in good shape, the L-26 
was refloated from the rock s and 
proceed ed here. The blast oc­ 
cu rred y esterd ay and was d u e, 
officials 
believ ed , 
to 
w ater 
reaching the batteries, which 
were being recharged , throu gh a 
hole in the hu ll. 
Statem ents of the m en less 
seriou sly hu rt and those who 
escaped agreed on the slim m ar­ 
gin by which a greater d isaster 
was av erted . 
The crew was at its mid d ay 
meal in the mess room, ju st 
abov e the battery room. B atter­ 
ies were hu rled u pward throu gh 
the floor by the blast. 
Walls 
were splintered . Fu rnitu re was 
smashed . Men were throw n in 
all d irections.

repeal whip, Postm aster General 
Jam es A. Farley , was speed ing 
across the state tod ay to close 
w ith a speech at Tam pa tonight 
an otherwise listless cam paign 
preced ing the election tomorrow 
which will d eterm ine w hether 
Florid a will be the 34th state to 
v ote for repeal. 
Alread y the Democratic lead er 
had pred icted the state wou ld 
ju m p on the repeal band wagon 
and placed the m ajority at from 
two to one to two and a half to 
one. Farley ex pects to retu rn to 
W ashington immed iately after 
the Tam pa speech. 
His optimism—and estim ate of 
plu rality —was shared 
by 
the 
state repeal lead ers, who, how­ 
ev er, carefu lly prefaced their 
pu blic annou ncem ents w ith a 
big “if“—“if” the v oters wou ld 
be stirred enou gh to go to the 
polls. 
T hat “if” bothered the anti- 
repealists too, and an intensiv e 
“get ou t the v ote” cam paign was 
cond u cted throu gh m any of the 
state’s chu rches y esterd ay .

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ADVENTURE REVIVED 
One o f the stro ngest o f all the habits p o s­ 
sessed by the mo dern American seems to be his 
habit o f ho lding reunio ns. Ap p arently there is 
so mething abo ut the bo nds which are fo rged 
when men unite in a co mmo n cause that the 
y ears do no t weaken v ery much. And o f all the 
reunio ns o f the y ear, the mo st interseting must 
surely hav e been that o f the Internatio nal So ur­ 
do ugh Asso ciatio n, held recently in Lo s Angeles. 
This o utfit is co mp o sed o f men who went to 
Alaska in the great go ld rush o f ’98. Its members 
are no t, in all cases, wealthy ; fo r ev ery man who 
struck it rich in the Klo ndike, and came back 
with a fo rtune, there were a tho usand who go t 
no thing but ex p erience fo r their p ains. But that, 
p erhap s, is p recisely why these men find annual 
reunio ns wo rth their while. 
A reunio n o f this so rt celebrates the sharing o f 
a great ex p erience. The men who attend it are 
men who are set ap art fro m the rest o f us by 
v irtue o f their hav ing p articip ated in so mething 
so stirring and ex citing that they find it wo rth 
talking abo ut all the rest o f their liv es. And the 
v alue o f that ex p erience is the same whether 
they go t rich o r no t. 
As a matter o f fact, it is a questio n whether the 
ty p ical go ld-rush v eteran ev er, in the bo tto m o f 
his heart, really cared v ery much abo ut getting 
a lo t o f go ld. He tho ught he did, o f co urse; he 
said he did, and he acted as if he did. 
But the co mmo n sharing o f a mad desire to 
get rich quick wo uld no t be eno ugh to bring 
hundreds o f men to gether each y ear in a great 
reunio n. If it did we wo uld witness annual co n­ 
v entio ns o f the v eterans o f the bull market o f 
1929. 
No , the go ld-seekers o f Alaska, like the men 
who o p ened up So uth Africa, Califo rnia, Aus­ 
tralia and the rest o f the great go ld fields, were 
reaHy after so mething else. Life suddenly gav e 
them the chance to step o utside o f the o rdinary 
ro utin, the chance to try o ut a new ho rizo n and 
enter a new wo rld. They fo und that curio us 
so mething which we call Adv enture; they fo und 
ex citement, danger and a kind o f freedo m that 
mo st o f us will nev er kno w. 
Once up o n a time the earth o p ened up fo r 
them and to o k o n a guise we stay -at-ho mes 
nev er saw. It made them rich in ex p erience, if 
no t in p urse.

FIXING THE POWER RATE YARDSTICK 
Watching the v ario us elements o f the new 


deal take shap e these day s is a little bit like 
p eering into a test tube in which a chemist is 
attemp ting an entirely new, elabo rately co mp li­ 
cated kind o f sy nthesis — with the added facto r 
that at least a few o f the chemists o n the o ut­ 
skirts are no t dead sure that the who le mess 
wo n’t p resently blo w up and wreck the labo ra­ 
to ry . 
So me o f us find o ne p art o f the ex p eriment 
mo st interesting, and so me o f us find ano ther; 
but certainly o ne o f the mo st striking in its p o ­ 
tentialities is that being co nducted at Muscle 
Sho als. 
A great many reaso ns were adv anced fo r the 
Muscle Sho als p ro gram while it was being de­ 
bated, and o ne o f the chief o nes was that it 
wo uld serv e as a y ardstick by which electricity 
rates co uld be measured; and it is p retty ev ident 
no w that the autho rities are go ing to do ev ery ­ 
thing they can to make the y ardstick a go o d o ne. 
It has been anno unced already that co nsumers 
o f p o wer fro m Muscle Sho als will be charged, o n 
the av erage, two cents p er kilo watt ho ur. 
The significance o f this figure rests up o n two 
facts: 
First, that this — acco rding to p o wer autho ri­ 
ties at Washingto n — is just a little mo re than 
half the av erage p o wer rate fo r the natio n last 
y ear. 
Seco nd, that the Muscle Sho als autho rities are 
taking the utmo st care to make the return they 
will receiv e fro m their sale o f p o wer qual to the 
return a p riv ately o wned utility wo uld hav e to 
receiv e in o rder to meet fix ed charges, tax es, in­ 
terest and dep reciatio n. 
“These rates,” say s Dav id E. Lilienthal, direc­ 
to r o f p o wer dev elo p ment at the Sho als, “hav e 
been co mp uted o n a co nserv ativ e basis to co v er 
all the co sts o f furnishing the serv ice, including 
o p eratio n, maintenance, dep reciatio n and tax es. 
In additio n we hav e made p ro v isio n fo r interest 
and retirement altho ugh such p ro v isio n is no t 
required by the Tennessee Valley Autho rity act.” 
It is easy to see ho w far-reaching the effects 
o f this ex p eriment might be. If the p lant at 
Muscle Sho als, o p erating under p recisely the 
same financial co nditio ns as a p riv ate utility 
might o p erate, p ro v es able to sell electricity fo r 
half the rate the p riv ate utilities charge, the 
general p ublic is likely to get a new attitude to ­ 
ward utility rates in general. It isn’t hard to see 
why the “p o wer trust” fo ught the Muscle Sho als 
p ro ject so bitterly .

Food and Grocery pode Is issue 
placed Today Before the NRA 
Farm AddHhistra- 
Uon.» 


INVOLVES LABOR HOURS 
AS WELL AS PRICES 


Washington, Oct. 9 (A5)—Price 
regulation at the corner grocery 
store was at issue todâ ÿ before 
the farm administration. 
M'ertibers of the natiohal asso­ 
ciation Of retail grocers assem­ 
bled to press in public hearings 
their demands for a provision in 
the food and grocery code which 
would prevent wholesalers and 
retailers from selling at less than 
a minimum mark-Up over cô st 
of 21 to 71 per cent, respectively. 
George N. Peek, farm admin­ 
istrator, has indicated his oppo­ 
sition to such a price-stabilising 
provision in the code embracing 
thousands of stores selling farm 
products. 
But H. C. Peterson, head of the 
grocers’ association, has prom­ 
ised a “ last ditch fight” and to­ 
day C. H. J anssen, secretary- 
manager of the organization said 
Peek’s attitude “ is a government 
endorsement of profitless distri­ 
bution, cutthroat price competi­ 
tion.” 
J anssen added in a letter to 
Peek that his position “ carries 
¿ n unmistakable inference that 
the national recovery adminis­ 
tration and the agricultural ad­ 
justment administration are not 
working together in support of 
the president’s program, but are 
working at cross-purposes.” He 
continued: 
“ It is all very well that the 
NRA should command retail 
grocers to cut their labor hours 
at least 33 1-3 per cent; that they 
must increase the rate of pay on 
a pyramiding plan by shorten­ 
ing hours and raising wagès; but 
let us not forget that those en­ 
gaged In this essential task of 
distribution must also live. . . . 
“ The blue eagle blahket code 
for the grocery industry. >. . is 
proving a great burden. . . Prac­ 
tical experience is proving that 
it cannot stand without modifi­ 
cation and without helpful sup- 
pbrting code provisions.”
